COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In a recent case of a soldier tried for refusing to prepare 
meals for three civilians and sentenced to forfeiture of $60 
and continement tor six months, Gen. Miles, in approving 
the sentence, says: * The evidence shows that at the time of 
the abandonment of Fort McDermit, it became necessary, 
owing to the unsettied condition of the country in whic 
that post was located, to furnish meals to persons who had 
come long distances to attend the Government sale, and 
who could not have obtained meals otherwise. The refusal, 
therefore, of the uccused, in this instance, to perform bis 
duty as cook, simply because, under the extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, civilians bad to be furnished a few meals, was 
most unwarranted and savored strongly of mutioy.” 














PILOTAGE OF NAVAL VESSELS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE recent grounding of the Constellation and 
Boston witb their resultant damages, together with 
the similar more fortunate accidents to the Juniata 
and Lancaster, bas attracted much attention in the 
daily press, and the pilots or their friends have been 
carrying on a vigorous war against the Depart- 
ment's order which practically forbids the com- 
manding officer of a steamer to tuke a pilot, and 
renders ita matter of considerable thought on the 
part of the commander of a sailing vessel, especially 
as they are liable to find the pilotage bill checked 
against their pay. Of course, such a proceeding is 
entirely contrary to the principles of justice and 
law, as there 1s no authority short of the sentence of 
a Court-martial that can take away auy part of an 
officer's pay: but the Department has pursued this 
course of action in the past, and notably in cases of 
pilotage. Lam of the opinion that in nearly every 
case, however, sober second thought has rescinded 
the checkage order, and we doubt whether such an 
order would be given nowadays. 

The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL announced its 
views on this matter in its issue of Aug. 5, 1882, 
apropos of the then “recent action of the Depart- 
ment in relieving the commanding officer ot the 
Tennessee, because, in the exercise of the discretion 
vested in him, he took a pulot;’’ nor do | see any 
reason to dissent from the position then taken by 
it, namely, that some arrangement should be en- 
tered into by which Government vessel: sbould em- 
ploy pilots at half rates, requiring their services 
only when the vessel was standing into danger. 

This, toalarge degree, is the position also taken 
by the daily pupers. itis impossible for every offi- 
cer to be at once a coast and local pilot for the 
whole seaboard of our own country, not to mention 
tbat of others, and the fact that tor the last seven 
or eight years so many of our commanding officers 
have tuken their ships into all sorts of ports without 
the services of pilots and with so few accidents, 
speaks very well for their capacity. The order in 
question has, no doubt, been productive of much 
zood, and it has also unquestionably placed the 
finances of the Bureau of Navigation in a more 
healthy state, but a blind adherence to the “no 
pilot” idea should not be encouraged; aud if any 
commander should be so unfortunate as to damage 
his vessel by reason of her runuing ashore there is 


ample power in the Department to submit the ques- 
be o “dune apeepened to a properly constituted 
tribunal. 


it 1s unquestionably true tbat there are many 
items of local knowledge almost esseutial iu enter- 
ing many of our ports, and these the average officer 
cannot possess until opportunity has been afforded 
him to acquire them. The boats that shoot the 
rapids of the Saint Lawrence call to their aid in the 
descent of the formidable Lachines the services of 
a special pilot, though their own officers pass over 
the ground frequently and the experience they gain 
must be great; and this would seem to be the dic- 
tate of common sense, which might well be followed 
in the naval service, to permit the decision of the 
commanding officer in any given case of pilotuge to 
be final. Accidents will happen, as witness the 
records of other navies, and our own is quite as free 
from them as others.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


TueE shir builders of Maine havea large fieet on 
the stocks, including a four-masted = of 3,000 
tons, which will be the largest wooden ship afloat. 
The revival in the freight market gives promise of 
holding out fora long time to come, and builders 
and owners are greatly encouraged to make new 
veutures. 

Tue Bureau of Yards and Docks have completed 
the plans and specifications for a new iron and steel 
shop to be erected at the Norfolk Navy Yard on the 
site of a similar building destroyed by fire some 
years ago. The new building is to be 65 ft. long, 
two stories high, with boiler house 71x21 ft. Work 
will be commenced on the building during the com- 
ing fall. 

Constructors BowLes and Gatewood and Assis- 
tant Constructor Taylor, U. 8. N., have been ap- 
pointed a board to revise carefully the calculations 
as to spaces and weights of the armored battleship 
Texas, to be built at Norfolk, and ascertain whe- 
ther there ia a real necessity for a change in the Eng- 
lish designs in order to make the vessel seaworthy 
and suitable for naval service. 


Tue Acting egy Oe the Navy has ordered 
the Brooklyn, now at New York,to be towed to 
Norfolk. At that place sbe will be thoroughly re- 
paired and supplied with new boilers, sbafts, pro- 
peller and surfave condenser,in place of the anti- 
quated machinery now aboard. The repairs will oc- 
cupy almost six months, and will add considerably 
to the work at the Norfolk Navy-yard. 


The Navy Department has received a report from 
Commander Kellogg of the U. 8.

— to put the vessel in condition for service 
again. 


Tae Board of Officers, Capt. Kirkland president, 
appointed to conduct the official trial of the Balti- 
more, were in session at Cramp's shipyard this 
week. They,have completed the am eg ex- 
amination of the vessel to see if the work of con- 
struction of the different parts furnished come up 
to contract requirements and on Monday, Sept. 9, 
the official trial at sea will take place. 


SEIZzUREs of sealing vessels in Bebrings Straits by 
the revenue cutter Rush continue to disturb the 
belligerent Canadians. The British schooner En- 
netita was seized, with 600 skins, July 31, and the 
American schooner James G. Swan July 30, with 235 
seals. The report of the seizure of the Pathfinder 
and the Minnie is confirmed. The schooner Sap- 
phire, with 2,320 seals, escaped from the Rush and 
the Bear, the latter of which chased her. 


THERE is no truth in the statement that the Board 
of Bureau Chiefs on designs for rew vessels of war 
were opposed tothe plans of armament proposed 
by the Bureau of Ordnance for the 5,300 ton ship and 
that there was trouble in the Bourd in consequence. 
The better designed by the Ordnance Bureau calls 
for four 8 inch aud eight 6inch B. L. R. and about 
14 machine guns, and the Board in adopting the 
plans for theship allowed for that amount of arma- 
ment. 


Work or the basin of the new dry dock at the 
League Island Navy Yard is reported as progressing 
rapidly. About 180 men are employed. The bank 
at the mouth of tbe basin has been cut through and 
tide water letin. Excavations will be made by a 
steam shovel from the bank and a dredge and barge 
in the basin itself. The piling is being put in place 
with due speed, and there is now lumber enough at 
the yard to insure an early completion of this por- 
tion of the work. 


THE speedy action in the case of the 2,000-ton 
cruisers would seem to point out that the necessity 
is recognized for vessels of that size to reinforce the 
depleted ranks of our cruising apg f and if the ac- 
tion of the McCann Board is in a like direction, as 
we think it will be, we may hope to see a liberal 
number of such like craft put under way within the 
next year. If ten should be authorized at the next 
session it would be none too many with which to 
make 4 beginning. There should be at least twenty 
such craft afloat at all times, which would require 
probably thirty to be on the Navy list. 


Iv is noticeable that the Cramps were the only 
bidders for the 3,000 ton vessels, and that ata large 
advance over the legal limit. This is no doubt 
due to the fact that the Government isa barder 
master than the private owner, and that there is 
much less margin of profit for that reason. Some- 
thing bas been said in the daily press as to the ex- 
acting inspections by the representatives of the de- 
partment with an implication that they are unne- 
cessarily so. This we do not believe, but the Gov- 
ernment should be willing to pay a better price, for 
the reason that it secures better work, if for uo other. 


ComMMODORE BENHAM, President of the Board for 
the trial of the Charleston, reports as follows: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24, 1889. 
Secretary of the Navy, Washington, D. C.: 

Official trial of Charleston's engines and boilers finished 
yesterday afternoon, Probable average total power, 
6,700; maximum revolutions for one hour, 116 6-10 ; average 
revolutions for four hours, 115; vacuum never below 26; 
ship's draught at starting trial, 16 feet 11 inches forward, 19 
feet aft; a continuous speed by log of 18 knots maintained. 
Ship actually under forced draught for six anda half bours; 
performance of machincry and boilers admirable. During 
entire period not found necessary to slow, nor was there 
any heating.

Mr. Simpson, the contractor for building the new 
Government dry docks at Norfolk and New York, 
has ootified the Navy Department that the Norfolk 
dock will be in readiness to receive vessels Sept. 19. 
The gate which closes the dock is said to be a fine 
piece of work, being perfectly water-tight. Ma- 
chinery of new and powerful design has been sup- 
plied at this dock. One of the pumps has a capacity 
of 47,000 gallons per minute, whivh is far in excess of 
the pumps in use at the Newport News dock, al- 
though they were regarded as een of Reser. 
ful. Iherearetwo of these pumps at the Norfolk 
dock. capable of emptying it in an hour and twenty 
minutes. This is less than the time in which a large 
vessel can be handled and blocked A de the dock, 
but the rapidity of the discharge will a@ most im- 
portant element in redocking vessels or employing 
the dock after discharging one vessel for the recep- 
tion of another. The work upon the New York dock 
is also progressing rapidly, and it is expected that it 
will be completed Nov. Ist, or balf a month in ad- 
vance of the contract time. 


Tue report of the cruise of the Albatross in the 
Gulf of California, just reported by Lieut.-Comdr. 
E. Tanner, has been to greatly enlarge the vol- 
ume of current knowledge of the fauna of these 
waters, and to demonstrate that there are numerous 
productive fisheries there of which the existence has 
been hitherto unknown. The Cortez Fishing Banks, 
12 wiles from Point Conception, are the richest in the 
Pacific. St. Nicholas Island, Guadaloupe Islands, 
Alijos Rocks were barren, but around Clarion Island 
fish swarmed in great abundance, forty-six « 
being taken of which twenty were edible. Uff San 
Louis Island, in the latter part of March, sea lions, 
whales and porpoises abounded, the last named be- 
ing very wild, and in the vicinity of Cape San Lucas 
the Albatross investigated reports that had long 
been current of islands, rocks and reefs in the neigh- 
borhood.

A DEFINITE date has at last been set for testing 
the Clarke deflective armor. The Advisory Board 
at its meeting last week, after allowing the claims

lr isa somewhat singular state of affairs that all 
the vessels now under advertisement or being 
pianned should have been designed after their con- 
struction was authorized instead ot before. The 
natural manver of precedure would have been to 
have designs and estimates presented for the action 
of Congress, but ex-Secretary Whitney for some 
reason or other made no mention whatever of the 
need for new vesse', and had no plans to pro le 
The matter was thus left to the House Naval Com- 
mittee, which, without (so far as is known) consult- 
ing with any of the department officials, proceeded 
to evolve from its inner consciousness certain vessels 
whoee limit of tonnage and price was prescribed. 
Then the Senate tock a hand and modified the 
House bill, with the result so well known to our 
readers. Had the opinions of the Navy department 
officials been asked, it may be safelv said that the 
5,300-ton cruiser,patterned after the Reina Regente, 
would not have been authorized, certainly at pres- 
ent. We believe that we are quite safe in saying 
that the general sentiment of the Navy is not in 
favor of any “paper-side” vessels so large as the one 
in question, and that such a vessel in our service 
will be far from “filling a long felt want.” In fact 
this planning of vessels and limiting their cost by 
the Naval maittees should cease. Let the de- 
partment design the ships and make the estimates 
of their cost, and then let Congress give the money, 
or not, as it Riepees. if it is desirable to keep the ap- 
propriation bitls within a certain limit fewer vesse 
should be aathorized; but, as a matter of fact, the 
price of the vessels has nothing to do with the 
amount appropriated in a given year. That Secre- 
tary Tracy does met prope to fall into the error of 
his predecessor is evinced by his appointment of the 
McCaun Board to consider the question of how 
many and of what sort of vessels the fleet should be 
composed. With this information before him he 
can go to Congress with a well digested scheme for 
its consideration.

If 
reading the JouRNAL from week to week does not 
make a man an accomplished soldier or sailor, it 
at least gives him a very correct idea of what is 
required to be accomplished in the profession mili- 
tant, in these days when all things are being made 
new. Imagine the amazement of the military Rip 
Van Winkles who went to sleep as the last trump 
of our civil war sounded, when they are rudely 
awakened to the requirements of their profession 
on the occasion of the next disturbance. It is part 
of the mission of a Service paper to lessen the shock 
of this rude awakening by disturbing the rest of the 
sluggards with at least some dreams of the changes 
in progress, so that their destruction may not come 
upon them like an armed man while they are say- 
ing, ‘‘a little more sleep, a little more slumber, a 
little more folding of the hands to sleep.”

GENERAL JoHN Pope, U. S. A., reinforces the 
ranks of the anti-civil service reformers with an 
article in the North American Review for Septem- 
ber on the subject of ‘Common Sense Civil Service 
Reform.” It is sound and sensible and will we hope 
receive the attention it deserves. General Pope ex- 
pcses the fallacy of the saying which has been so 
often repeated that people have begun to regard it 
as axiom, viz., ‘‘ that the business of the Govern- 
ment should be conducted on business methods.” 
He shows the distinction that is to be made between’ 
purely business corporation and that great corpora- 
tion called the government, in which all citizens are 
co-partners. He has some excellent hits at the 
monkey spirit of imitation which leads us in 
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French win battles, and German methods, when the 
Deutchers are successful, ‘‘without the smallest con; 
sideration of the wide differences between the peo- 
ple to be operated’on and the conditions under which 
they live.” Our Army system, betruly says, ‘‘is based 
on these foreign models, and is and always will be 
unsatisfactory and unpopular. It is” a foreign 
body injected into our body politic, and, 
like a foreign substance introduced into the system, 
if it do not produce disease is sure toirritate. We make 
the same mistake in the civil service of introducing 
methods which do not sufficiently regard the char- 
acteristics of a people, who are sovereign and who 
properly regard all public officers as their agents 
and servants. He shows the folly of interposing 
between the people and the administration of the 
Government a hundred thousand rolitical ennuchs 
who hold the offices of trust, but are for that 
reason incapacitated for the duties of good citi- 
zens.” Nor does General Pope think it wise to 
put into the hands of a single man the power of 
appointing and removing the hundred thousand 
office-holders. As the conclusion of the whole 
matter he recommends that tne fixed tenure of 
offica be confined to officials located at Washington, 
where they cannot vote, and that the Federal offi- 
cers, whose gervice is to be in the States where they 
belong, ‘‘shall receive their appointments on tho 
recommendation of the Senator or the Representa- 
tive from the district, except in special cases and 
for special reasous.” 








BREVET BRIGADIER-GENERAL WILLIAM W. BURNS, 
Colonel and Assistant Commissary-General of Sub- 
sistence, U. S. Army, who will be retired for age on 
Tuesday next, September 3, has a meritorious record 
of service. Born in Obio, he was graduated from 
West Point in 1847, just in time to take part in the 
Mexican War as an infautry officer. In 1858 he was 
transferred to the Subsistence Department, and 
when the war broke out had attained the grade of 
major. In September, 1861, he was appointed 
Brigadier-General of Volunteers and served with 
the Army of ‘the Potomac in many engagements, 
being wounded at the battles of Peach Orchard and 
Savage Station, June 29, 1862. He was a Major- 
General of Volunteers November 29, 1862, to March 
4, 1868, and resigned his volunteer commission ia 
1863, to assume responsible duty in the Subsistence 
Department. He received three brevets, lieutenant- 
colonel for gallantry at Savage Station, colonel for 
gallantry at Glendale, and brigadier-general for 
gallant and meritorious services during the war. In 
1874 he was promoted lieutenant-colonel and 
A. O. G. S., and colonel in 1884. He now rounds 
off over forty-two years of active service. His re- 
tirement promotes Lieut.-Colonel B, DuBarry to 
colonel, Major J. P. Hawkins to lieutenant colonel, 
and Captain W. A. Elderkin to major, and leaves a 
vacancy for a captain in the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, which will most probably go to a Ist lieu'en 
ant of the line. 








IN reference to our article of last week on the 
case of U. S. Assistant Marshal Nagle, General 
James B. Fry, U.S. A., says: ‘*Your admirable ar- 
ticle on the Field-Terry affair gave me great pleas- 
ure. I want to see the case of Nagle put upon the 
high ground of public cuty, not on che right of self- 
defenee. The code should be amended to admit in 
such a case of a finding of commendable homicide 
instead of justifiable homicide. The only thing in 
your article I object to is the expression ‘ Nagle’s 
C:ime.’” The expression to which General Fry 
objects did not. appear in the article but in the head- 
ing. Whatever we may think of Marshal Nagle’s 
meritorious act, it is undoubted that he is charged 
with a crime, and held to answer. The question 
we were discussing was what was the crime for 
which he can be held responsible. The fact that 
we expressed so clearly the opinion that he was not 
only guiltless of any crime but entitled to high 
commendation for the act for which it was sought 
to make him criminally liable, does not alter the 
nature of the question discussed. We are very 
glad to receive this warm approval of our arti- 
cle from General Fry, and he cannot go fur- 
ther than we do in the defence of Marshal 
Nagle. Our laws and public opinion do not take

sufficient account of the rights of person, which to 
the high-minded man are even more sacred than 
the rights of property. To subject any self- 
respecting man to the indignity of a blow is an 
offence beyond any interference with his rights of 
property, and should be so regarded. To subject a 
high judicial officer to such an indignity, because of 
action taken in his official capacity, is a crime which 
in this instance received its appropriate punish - 
ment on the spot. It is a reflection on the local 
public sentiment that it should view the matter in 
a different light, and it shows how passion and 
prejudice can blind men to the plainest teachings 
of common sense. The very foundations of social 
order are shaken, and we are fast relapsing into 
barbarism, when we assume to treat a difference 
between a high court of justice and a litigant as a 
mere personal difficulty, to be settled in favor of 
the man who is quickest on the trigger or the hand- 
iest with his fists, 





LJBERAL and radical sentiment in Germany has 
been provoked to some sharp criticism upon the 
Army by the appearance in the Militir-Wochen 
blatt of an article by a German officer entitled 
‘“*The Modern Order of Knighthood.” This officer 
objects to the distinction made between officers of 
noble birth and officers of the middle class, and 
holds that the officer’s sash makes the nobleman. 
The flower of the people is the Army, and the 
flower of the Army is the officers’ corps. The selec- 
tion ot an officer’s career shows that the young 
man of the middle class is above the society in 
which he was bora and the equal and fit associate 
of the officer of aristocratic birth. He is admon- 
ished, therefore, to separate himself from his old 
associations by abandoning his plebeian thoughts 
and behavior, the comradeship of unequals even in 
the officers’ corps being impossible, ‘‘ unless both of 
the uvequals are gentlemen.” In retaliation for 
this attempt to put them on a lower social plane than 
the officers chosen from the class which they repre- 
sent, some of the Berlin papers are describing with 
much gusto the escapades of certain young officers, 
which are held to show that gentlemanly instincts 
and the officers’ sash do not always go together. 
They tell a story of two young lieutenants who 
forced themselves into the supper room of a restau- 
rant of rather shady reputation, where seven for- 
eign youths of the jeunesse dorée were entertaining 
as many Deutsche midchen, provoked a quarrel, 
and were packed off to the station house with the 
rest of the crowd. Another story is told of a 
Lieutenant Stamer, who lost his life in a duel re- 
sulting from a drunken row in the Gute Quelle at 
Leipsic, in wkich he became involved with three 
other officers. From Heidelberg comes the story of 
a German lieutenant who destroyed the character 
and peace of mind of a beautiful English girl of 
twenty years, whose father, a major of the British 
Army, disowned her. In another story, an Ameri- 
can girl appears as the complainant against a lieu- 
tenant who compelled her to seek the protection of 
the police in the street and by his superior know- 
ledge of German managed to have her locked up 
instead of his worthless self. These citations may 
be very satisfactory to the papers indulging in them, 
but they can hardly be said to prove anything more 
than that even the discipline of army life does not 
necessarily result in moral development. 








A LuzeRNE correspondent of the Avenir Militaire 
warns the French that the Germans have unper- 
ceived gained possession of nearly every railway 
line in Switzerland except the Central-Suisse, which 
is influenced by its close relations with the railroads 
of Alsace, Lorraine and Baden. They have gained a 
place in the counsels of the Jura-Berne-Luzerne, 
and of Western Switzerland, and the Simplon which 
two companies they seek to unite in ove, holding 
the lines of communication between France and 
Italy. The changes of frontier, resulting from the 
last war with France, haye increased the strategic 
importance to Germany of a control of this terri- 
tory. In the event‘of war, it would be only neces- 
sary fora French commander to commit the sin, 
yenal under such circumstances, of violating Swiss 
neutrality, to enable him to repeat Napoieon’s fa- 
vorite mancuvre of compelling his enemies to 
‘form line to a flank.” Sacha violation of terri- 
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tory becomes the more necessary to France now 

that she has lost control entirely of the Rhine 

banks. The advantages of such a violation of neu * 
trality would be far greater than the corresponding 

interference with Belgian integrity. General Brial- 
mont said in 1882 that Switzerland was a ‘‘vrai 
paratounerre” for Belgium. In fact the violation 
of Swiss neutrality has come to be openly accepted 
by the French strategists, and is the inevitable con- 
dition of a future successful attack on Germany. 

Five lines of railway lead from France through the 
Jura Motntains into the Swiss plain, all branching 
off from the great strategical frontier railway Bel- 
fort-Besancon-Lyons. It would seem to be almost 
inevitable that the integrity of Switzerland should 
be involved in the next great contest between Gaul 
and Teuton. She has no artificial defences, and is 
too poor to spend the twenty millions of dollars re- 
quired to carry out a scheme of defence prepared 
for ber by General Brialmont. So she must depend 
upon her militia—120,000 elite and 90,000 Land- 
wehr—for her defence. 








PRESIDENT HARRISON will have quite a little lamp 
of Army patronege the next few weeks resulting 
from the retirement for age of Post Chaplain Geo. 
W. Collier, August 29; of Colonel W. W. Burns, 
A. ©. G. 8., Sept. 3; of Major C. H. Hoyt, Q. M., 
Sept. 30, and Colonel A. Beckwith, A. OC. G. &., 
Oct. 4. The hst of candidates for the vacancies 
caused by these retirements is a large one, es-— 
pecially for the chaplaincy. There is no indica- 
tion as yet who will be selected. The list of appli- 
cants for the staff positions will, it is thought, foot 
up nearly 300, althongh under the present custom, 
a'l the applications may not reach the President, 
the Secretary of War usually selecting a dozen or 
two names of those best qualified, and most deserv- 
ing and yell recommended. There is reason for 
the belief that the names of ist Lieut. Constantine 
Chase, 3d Art., ist Lieut. E. E. Dravo, R. Q. M., 
6th Cav., ist Lieut. John Anderson, 18th Inf., 1st 
Lieut. H. B. Osgood, 8d Art., and ist Lieut. James 
C. Bush, 5th Art., will be included in this limited 
list. If it should be decided to distribute the vacan- 
cies regimentally, the three first mentioned officers, 
it is believed in well informed quarters, stand a 


good chance. 


Tae Fost-Despateh of St. Louis, of Aug. 25, pub- 
lishes a sensational article on ‘ Desertions in the 
Army,” which is headed *‘A Post-Despatch reporter 
enlists as a soldier” *‘‘ and investigates the causes of 
so many desertions.” ‘* His experience as a recruit 
at Jefferson Barracks.” ‘‘Brutal treatment of men by 
non-commissioned officers.” ‘‘ The story of a mur- 
der never reported to the civil authorities.” ‘“ How 
recruits are plucked, etc.” The article is summar- 
ized as follows : ‘*I will guarantee the assertion that 
unless a sudden change is made in the manner ot 
conducting justice at Jefferson Barracks the deser- 
tions for the month of September will outnumber 
all previous months, The screws have been tight- 
ened within a few weeks to a terrible extent. Oon- 
gressmen should demand an immediate investiga- 
tion of affairs at Jefferson Barracks, and endeavor 
to put a stop tothe loathsume cruelties and barbari- 
ties practiced in the midst of this most enlightened 
country, whose boast isof the freedom and demo- 
cratic condition of her citizens.” 














A OORRESPONDENT suggests that a few enlisted 
men be selected at random from several of our 
military posts and ordered to Washington to give 
their views to the Secretary of War and the Major- 
General Commanding the Army as to the under - 
lying ‘‘ causes of desertion,” their testimony, of 
course, to be strictly confidential. He thinks that 
by this means ** the other side” will secure a hear- 
ing and thus aid in the solution of this vexed 
problem. We submit the suggestion for what it is 
worth. 


Tue Army and Navy Gazette improves the occa- 
sion of the naval inspection in British waters, to in- 
divate the gain sinov the Jubilee review of 1887. By 
a process of cancelization it excludes from its com- 
putation the vessels of the two periods, which may 
be said to pair with each other, and the gunboats 
and very small craft. This leaves of the Jubilee 
fleet only six vessels, the Edinboro’, Agincourt, 











Fearless, Amphion, and. the poor old Sultan, taking 
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arest upon the rocksat Malta. To balance these, 
they have now the Anson, Camperdown, Rodney, 
Howe, Galatea, Narcissus, Undaunted, Aurora, 
Australia, Immortalité, Melpomene, Marathon, 
Magicienne, Medea, Medu:a, Nymphe and Sharp- 
shooter, all of which are absolutely new vessels; to- 
gether with the Hero, Thames, Forth, Serpent, Iris, 
Tartar, Ruby, Grasshopper, Sandfiy and Spider~ 
“no less than 27 huge ironciads and other ships of 
the latest possible types, which would in themselves 
comprise, after deducting the 38 battleships and 
cruisers that pair,a more powerful armada than 
could probably be displayed by any other European 
nation!" ; 








Jupere Wa. O’Coxnor Morais inthe English ‘*His- 
torical Review” is very critical upon the official 
Germans account of the Franco Garman war, poiot- 
ing out that, in regard to the events after Sedan, it 
ignores important truths, slurs over disagreeable 
facts, and is even deficientin candor, as where it 
conceals the false calculations of Moltke in the ad- 
vance on Paris, and the early operations of the siege. 
Judge Morris is full of admiration for the brilliant 
abilities of Chanzy—*the only one of the warriors of 
France who seems to have understvod war on a 
grand scale’’—and remarks that if his orders had 
been carried out in full, Von der Tann would have 
been completely routed. He bolds it to have been a 
strategic error—but one for which there was full 
justification at the time—that Aurelle, after the 
action, did not advance upon Paris with the object 
of raising the siege. ‘‘A mere chance—the miscon- 
duct of Bazaine—prevented the failure of Moltke's 
strategy, and possibly changed the fortunes of the 
war.” 








REFERRING .0 a case during the war in which the 
birdware house of Smith Bros. and Co., of Boston, 
was involved, Topics says: ‘“* The decision of Presi- 
dent Lincoln will be recognized as characteristic of 
the man while especially flattering to Franklin W. 
Smith. Thé decision reads: ‘ Whereas, Franklin W. 
Smith bad transactions with the Navy Department 
to the amount of one million and a quarter of dol- 
lars; and whereas, be had the chance to steal a 
quarter of a millionv, and was only cBarged with 
stealing twenty-two hundred dollars, and the ques- 
tion is now about his stealing one hundred, I don't 
believe he stole anything at al.'”’ 








FAVORABLE reports on the newly establisbed cuan- 
teen system continue to reach the War Department. 
Since February last. when the scheme was first offi- 
clally authorized by general orders, ten posts in all, 
up to the present time, have made reports of the 
canteen after a practical experience of six months, 
and in each and every instance the results were 
spoken of as most satisfactory. The posts which 
have thus reported are: Vancouver Barracks, Madi 
son Barracks, Forts Omaha, Lewis, D. A. Russell 
aid Sidney, Camp Pilot Butte, Fort Abraham Lin- 
coln, Whipple Barracks and Boise City Barracks. 





THe Washington Post strongly urges the removal 
of the remains of General Grant from Riverside to 
Arlington, and in a trenchant article on the subject 
says: **The people were reconciled to the burial of 
Geveral Grant at Riverside simply because of the 
distinct assurance and pledge of New York that a 
monument to his remembrance, and of surpassing 
grandeur, should be erected there. Assurance and 
pledge have come to naught but by-words of re- 
proach, and the solemnly promised monument is 
but an imagination of the remote and shadowy 
future.” 





THz orders relieving Lieut. Wm. P. Duvall, 5th 
Art., from duty in Washington and returning him 
to his battery, is believed by many to be the begin- 
ning of a number of ‘similar changes to be ordered 
by Secretary Proctor in the cases of officers who 
have bad more than the usual allowance of de- 
tached service. Noone has yet been selected to 
succeed Lieut. Duvall as secretary and treasurer of 
the Army Mutual Aid Association, but if the Asso- 
ciation should elect him the,Secretary of War will 
probably consent to the detail of Lieut. W. W. 
Wotherspoon, 12tb Inf. 








NAVAL CorstRUCTORS BOWLES and GATEWOOD, 
and Assist. Naval Constructor Taylor, met at the 
Navy Department on Monday last, pursuant to or- 
ders from Secretary Tracy, for the purpose of mak 
inzgathorough examination of the plans of the 
Texas, with the view to determining once for all 
whether it will be practicable to build the sbip ac- 
cording to the designs adopted. A month or six 
weeks will probably be required to make all the cal- 
culations necessary, and meanwhile the daily papers 
will doubtless continue to dwell upon the mooted 
question, “Will the Texas float ?”’ 








A MILWAUKEE despatch of Aug. 26 says: ‘‘Griz- 
ed veterans crowded the bunting-decked streets 
of Milwaukee to-day and the twenty-third national 
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encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic 
opened in a blaze of glory. The visitors now num- 
ber close upon seventy-five thousand, and as many 
more will come in to morrow morning. Gen. Rus- 
sell A. Alger, of Detroit, has been elected Com- 
mander-in-Chief.” 








CoLonet H. C. Corsrn, Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral, acknowledges since Aug. 13 the following sub- 
scription from the Army in aid of the Sheridan 
Equestrian Statue Fund, Society Army of the Cum- 
berland: Officers at Fort Elliott, officers 5th Cav- 
alry, and enlisted men of Troops F, L,and A, 5th 
Cavalry, $34.25. 


Tue Acting Secretary of War has authorized an 
expenditure of $4,000 for sidewalk and driveway im- 
provements and repairs to quarters at Columbus 
Barracks, Ohio. An award of contract has been au- 
thorized for construction of two double barracks at 
Fort Snelling, Minn., at a cost of $58,000. 











Tue Fort Leavenworth monument in honor of 
General U. 8, Grant will be unveiled, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, at 2 P. M., Sept. 14. 





Tue Secretary of Wur has recuced the allowance 
of pack and draught animals at military posts from 
5,000 to 4,600. 


OUR NEW NAVY. 


Tue Navy Department has reissued advertise- 
ments for bids for the construction of the three 
2.000-tou cruisers for which proposals in excess ot 
the appropriation were opened last week. The new 
advertisement makes several modifications in the 
requirements, which, itis believed, will induce con- 
tractors to offer bids within the amount available. 
Six months more time is given, making the coutract 
period two years anda half. The maximum speed 
to be obtained is fixed at seventeen knots instead of 
eigbteen, and the premium rate is altered. There 
will bea premium of $25,000 for each quarter knot 
over the maximum, and a similar deduction for 
each quarter knot below, instead of $10.000 for the 
first quarter kpot, $20,000 for second, #30,000 for the 
third, and $40,000 for the fourth and all above. The 
minimum speed, below which the vessel will be re- 
jected, isto be sixteen knots instead of sixteen and 
a half. The bids will be opened Oct. 26. As the de- 
signs for bulls and machinery were based upon 
cigbteen knots, with more than a_ possibility of 
eighteen and a half knots, there will be a good op- 
portunity for the contractor to net $100,000 bonus on 
each ship if the designs are properly drawn. Just 
what can be done in the case of the two 3,000-ton 
ships bas not yet been determined. The minimum 
speed limit cannot be reduced as in the case of the 
2,000 ton vessels, for the reason that Congress bas 
fixed it at nineteen knots in the appropriation act. 
There isastrong desire on the part of the ship 
builders to bave the four bour trial now required 
reduced to one, or at most two hours, and by mak- 
ing some concessions in this respect the Department 
may be able to readvertise for proposals with suc- 
cessful results. 

It isa matter for congratulation that these last 
advertisements have brought a new establishment 
into tbe field in the shape of the Batb Iron Works. 
it is but the natural result of a proper system of 
government encouragement of the ship-building 
industry, such as is practiced by Great Britain, and 
which we must follow if we wish to accomplish a 
similar result. Fas est ab hoste docerit. 

Tbis information given to the public at the close 
of last week that the bids for the 2000 and 3000-ton 
cruisers were beyond the limits of the appropria- 
tions, was the cause of much regret to the service 
at large. and the promwptness with which this state 
of affairs was met by the department will be the 
source of great pleasure, showing as it does ade 
termination to go on as speedily as possible with the 
construction of the new navy, and that when ne- 
cessary, red tape can be cut, or entirely dispensed 
with. No such : peedy action on such an important 
question has been taken for mauy yeurs. The les- 
sened requirements for the 2,000-ton vessels ought 
to be successful in obtaining bids within the pre- 
scribed limit, and it is to be hoped thatsimilar modi 
fications in the case of the 3,000-ton ships wil! have 
a similar result. To be sure the modified ships will 
not have quite so great a maximum speed, but it is 
hardly worth while waiting several months for the 
action of Congress to increase the appropriation for 
the sake of the slight extra speed, when the needs 
of the service for new vessels are so imperative that 
every month's delay 1s exasperating. Uur squad- 
rons are at the lowest possible ebb, and it has be- 
come imperatively vecessary to spend alot of money 
($90,000 for the Brooklyn alone) on the old wooden 
ships in order to bave any force afloat. The need 
of flagships is particularly great, there not being a 
single proper vessel for a flag officer afloat, except 
the Richmond, and she is only so by comparison 
with our other old craft. It is greatly to be hoped 
that the new year will see some of the new vessels on 
their way to join the foreign squadrons.

THE VESUVIUS. 


THE official trial of the pneumatic dynamite guns 
of the cruiser Vesuvius has again been postponed 
owing to the discovery of a defective auxiliary air 
valve while the gun machinery was being examined 
ny nny yl to the vessel's departure on Tuesday 

t for the place where the test was to be made. 

The guns and air attachments have been practi- 
cally in use for three weeks past, and both the main 
or automatic air valves, as well as the auxiliaries, 
bave worked satisfactorily. The split in the auxil- 
iary valve will necessitate a delay of aay two 
weeks until it can be sent to the New England firm 
which constructed it, for repair. 

Tbe Board of Naval Officers ~ om to conduct 
the trial consists of Commander C. T. Goodrich and 
Lieuts. Seaton Schroeder aad B. A. Fiske. Before 
the guos can be accepted, under the terms of the 
contract, five shots must be fired from each gun in 
ten minutes, the projectiles ranging one mile and 
the storage capacity of the reservoir to be sufficient 
for fifteen shots. These conditions complied with, 
the guns and vessel will formally come into posses- 
sion of the Government, and it will be in order for 
the Sevretary of the Navy to contract for the con- 
struction of another vessel of the same type, for 
—_ Congress appropriated $450,000 at the last 
session. 

The question has been raised as to whetber the 
partial acceptance of the Vesuvius by Secretary 
Whitney was sufficient to relieve the contractors 
from the penalty of $200 a day, which would apply 
to them otherwise. Ina similar case Secretary Whit- 
ney decided that one of the Roach vessels had not 
been legally accepted. 








ENGLAND'S “ONLY GENERAL.” 


THE new London naval and military paper, the 
Argus, is making the most of its timé and whether 
its life is to be long or short is determined to run a- 
muck among the high officials while it does last. 
Under tbe headiug of * Our Only General,” it bas a 
long article on General Lord Wolseley, in which it 
says: 

“Sancho Panz3's wife on hearing of his promo- 
tion sarcastically told him that he was like a 
monkey, because the higher he continued to climb 
up tbe tree the more did he expose a portion of his 
person which was not lovely to look upon. This re- 
mark has frequently struck us as a particularly ap- 
plicable one, speaking metaphorically of course, for 
the present Adjutapt-General of the forces. For 
years and years be has been climbing higher and 
bigber and still he cannot as yet bring himself to 
hide his shame in the decorous silence of a peerage, 
high army rank, and a valuable official position. 
Self advertisement and notoriety generally seem to 
afford him comfort and pleasure of a certain de- 
scription, and even his warmest admirers cannot 
deny that he has cultivated both in a masterly 
mancer. 

“Viscount Wolseley can’t, apparently, hold his 
tongue, goesio for perpetual motion with a stylo- 
_ pen, does his work in an exceedingly per- 

unctory manner, and—tbe less said about his ‘vic- 
tories’ the better. Our only General made a fearful 
fiasco of the ‘relief of Gordon’ expedition. Every- 
body who knows anything about the matter is per- 
fectiy aware of that. Having made this filasco—how 
we sball not now wait to consider—his natural in- 
clination was to throw the responsibility upon some 
one else, and he has long attempted, not very suc- 
cessfully, to accomplish this ead by endeavoring to 
transfer the blame of the awful disaster from his 
own shoulders to those of other people from Mr. 
Gladstone down to Sir Chas. Wilson. He bungled— 
bungled is too mild an expression— when be split bis 
army in twain and despatched one half which was 
homogeneous to do the easier job, reserving the 
harder for the half which was composed of a hete- 
rogeneous mob of infantrymen, seamen and caval- 
rymen—all for the nonce made to do each other's 
work. The shameful disaster of Abu Klea was sim- 
ply the logical result of imbecile generalship. Gor- 
don's warning was that Wolseley should on no ac- 
count give the enemy notice of his advance. Wol- 
seley, puffed up in his own conceit, disregarded thiz 
warning, thinking, no doubt, that he knew much 
more than Gordon on every subject—the Soudan 
and the relief of Khartoun included. He sent Her- 
bert Stewart to occupy the wells of Gadkul thirteen 
days before the desert column was able to advance. 
Papers were discovered by Sir Charles Wilson in 
captured Arab baggage, among which was a letter 
from the Emir of Berber sent to the Mahdi, warning 
him of Wolseley’s advance to Gadkul, which gave 
the Arab leader thirteen days to concentrate his 
troops at Abu Klea, when they effectually barred 
what would otherwise have been au open road to 
the Nile, and nearly cut our desert columns to 
pieces. * * * 

“We have no confidence in the present Adjutant- 
General o1 the forces—we are afraid our sentiments 
in that res tare shared by a large portion of the 
army, and it issurely essential that a commander 
in a great European war should above all things in- 
spire confidence in those under him. Lord Wol- 
seley is to our min¢ arrogant self-complacency per- 
sonified; he criticises everything and everybody 
connected with the army as if he and he alone were 
qualified to express an opinion and form a correct 
iuea-on the subject. Surely, judging by results, 
he might be a trifle more modest, his schemes of 
army reform have not only become unpopular but 
erroneous.”

THE NEW PARADE GROUND.

BATTLE OF NORTH POINT. 


THE arrangements for the bombardment of Fort 
McHenry, Sept. 13, are about completed. It has 
been decided to locate the naval fleet of eight ves- 
sels, which are to do the bombarding, one and a half 
miles from the fort, and ina semicircle. The field 
pieces, the large cannons, gattling guns and mortars 
will be used at Fort McHenry, and at the conclusion 
a& magazine will be exploded. To insure perfect 
safety Col. Livingston, the commandant of the fort, 
says that no persons will be allowed within the fort 
or about the sea wall. 

A Baltimore despatch says: The question of the 
owcership of the flag which formerly floated over 
Fort McHenry, now in the possession of Eben Ap- 
pleton of New York, is being agitated, and vommit- 


/ tees from the Maryland Expositicn Society and the 
Guard of Hovor have requested the Secretary of 
War to fully investigate the matter. 








SECOND COMPTROLLER'S DECISIONS. 


SeconD COMPTROLLER GILKESON, although new in 
his office, has already mastered the situation, and 1s 
dealing with Army and Navy questions in a manner 
that, if continued, will make him popular with the 
two Services. A striking instance of his fairmind- 
edness is givenin the case of an Engineer officer 
whose accounts for some property used in Govern- 
ment works was recently disallowed by the Auditor 
on the ground that the articles purchased had to be 
transported over land-grant railroads, and were 
therefore not procured as cheaply as if they had 
been purchased at or near the point where used. 
The Comptroller is generous enough to decide 
against his own office, on the ground that the officer 
making the purchases certifies that the prices paid 
were the lowest market rates and the mode of ex- 
penditure adopted was the most ecovomical and ad- 
vantageous to the Government, and that it is not 
within the province of the accounting officers to 
call in question the degree of wisdom or skill which 
may bave accompanied the exercise of administra- 
tive discretion. 

Per contra, the Comptroller has also decided that 
no allowance of mileage can be made to officers 
of tbe Army travelling on duty over bond-aided 
Pacific railroads. This decision requires Col. Men- 
dell to refund $283.84 erroneously puid him by the 
Government. 

SEA PAY AND SHORE PAY. 


The Comptroller has disallowed the vouchers of 
pagwascer Foster for sea duty pay. Allowed Surg. 
J. W. Rite, who served temporarily on shore duty 
while attached to the Pensacola, under the follow- 
ing orders from the Navy Department: 


Proceed immediately to Navy-yard, Pensacola, and re- 
port to commandant for temporary duty. You ure not 
detached from the Pensacola. 

In his conclusions in this case, the Comptroller 
says: 

The case comes within the decision of the Supreme Court 
(Symonds, 120 U. S. R. 46, on page 49), and the sea pay 
allowed bim by the paymaster for the time of his absence 
from the vessel on temporary duty is disallowed. 

“Any regulation allowing an officer sea pay when on 
shore duty is in conflict with the decision of the court, and 
consequeutly can be of no effect, as the court has declared 
vhat tne Secretary of the Navy cannot say that an officer is 
on shore service when, in fact, he is on sea service, or that 
be is on sea service when he is actually performing shore 
service. In the present case, when Dr. Kite reported for 
duty at the Pensacola Navy-yard he was performing shore 
duty, and the law fixed his rate ef compensation. The fact 
that his name was borne on the ship's rolls as a part of the 
complement of the vessel, and that the regulations cited by 
the Secretary (who took exception to the disallowance in 
this instance on the ground that there was a regulation 
allowing sea pay in such instances.—Ed. JouRNAL) were in 
force tor more than twenty-four years are of nv material 
consequence, because the regulations allowing shore duty 





pay to officers serving on receiving ships bad been in force 
since 1843; and notwithstanding the Supreme Court beld 
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that officers serving on those vessels were performing sea 
service within the meaning of section 1556, R.8., and enti- 
tled to sea pay.” 








FROM THE ASIATIC STATION. 


JULY 22, 1889. 


As the Soap (Omaha) has been in Yokohama for the last 
four months the consequence is that the Marion has per- 
formed al] the cruising service lately. She will relieve the 
Palos at Chemulpo and remain for fully three months. As 
cholera is now prevalent at Shanghai and other Chinese 
ports, it is not probable that any of our ships will go to China 
this summer unless a disturbance should somewhere 

The bull of the Monocacy is iron, and below the water. line it 
is as sounu as the day she was built, except in one or two 
small places where some corrosion bas taken place, probably 
being caused by a brass nut or something of the kind having 
been dropped into the bilge and causing an electrical cur- 
rent between itself and the iron. Above the water-line it 
was expected that she would require 2,000 new rivets, and 
requisitions were put in for that many, “ more or less.” it 
was found, however, that she only —— about 150, thus 
showipg ber hull and rivets, both below and above water, 
were in goud condition. In going to Yokobamka to get into 
dock she steamed 11 knots, and when she takes her station 
at the river ports of China, it will be found that there was 
no mistake made in ordering ber to repaired instead of 
sold. The Admiral is baving quarters for himself and staff 
prepared on her, and it is presumed when wishing to go up 
the Yangtse River or the Peibo be will transfer his flag to 
her. She will proceed to Chemulpo or China as soon as her 
repairs are completed. 

All the American and English ships in the barbor at Yoko- 
bama dressed ship and fired national! salutes on the 13th inst. 
in honor of the hundredth anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastiie in France. The French residents gave a ball in the 
public ball to which all officers were invited. Noticeable 
among the decorations were the French and American 
fiegs draped together, while the flags of England, Ger- 
many, and other European nations occupied unim- 
portant places. The Omaha loaned ber band to the 
occasion, the Mth inst (Sunday), on which day the 
French residents held a kind of reception, at which the 
punch bowl was a pleasant feature, and when the merri- 
ment had reached its height it seemed the band played al- 
ternvately “ Hail Columbia" and the “ Marseilivise.”" They 
bad a lofty bamboo tower constructed atter the model of 
the great Eiffel tower at Paris. It was brilliantly lighted 
with bright-colored Japanese lanterns, presenting a pretty 
sight. There were no French men-of-war present in the 
harbor, and it is not customary for warships to dress sbip 
in honor of a foreign nation unless there is present a ship 
representing the nation to be honored. It is understood 
tbat the French Consul first asked the Eoglish Vice-Ad- 
miral if he would dress shipand fire a national salute on the 
above occasion. His reply was tbat he did not know that 
the Admiraity regulations allowed him to do so unless a 





French man-of-war were present. The American Rear- 
Adwiral was then asked to do the same, to which the reply 
was be would do both. This presumably raised the enthu- 
siasm in favor of America. e English fleet did dress sbip 
and salute, too. 

The Fourth of July, it seems. was grandly celebrated by 
nearly everybody. As somebody apt'y remarked. “ There 
were nobody but Americans ashvre ” that day. The Ameri- 
can ships were beautifully decorated at night with lanteros. 
The Omaha had 1776 made of incandescent lights and about 
twenty feet square, which showed up brilliantly. At the 
main truck sbe had a large electric light, and hoisted there 
also was a large American ensign. This she kept up all 
nigbt, and as its folds shimmered and gleamed in the light 
it made one think of the circumstance that called forth 
“The Star Spangled Banner." All the officers of the fleet 
attended a ball and counpeee given at Tokio by Minister 
Switt. At mavy of the hotels free punch bowls were the 
order c.f the day, and hundreds called upon the American 
able. where, it is neediess to say, they found good American 
cbeer. 

The general health of officers and men on the station is 
good. 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 





This question of arms is a live one in Europe, 
where fighting may be expected at avy time; but 
we the very warlike and extremely unmilitary 
sovereign people of the United States can afford to 
view it with indifference. We know that we have 
millions of fighting men ready to spring to arma at 
their country’s call. The arms they would spring 
to may not be of the best, but the men are splendid. 
We have Springfield rifles for a few thousands of 
the millions, and bave provided by the law of the 
land, in force in the year of grace 1889, that each 
mao of ull the reat shall have “a good musket or 
firelock, two spare flints, a sufficieot bayonet.”’ and 
other warlike gear. except in the case of officers, 
each of whom must have “* a spontoon, and a sword 
or hanger,” as be may elect. Our criterion of mili 
tary excellence is very different from that of Eur- 
ope. There it is the capability of men to get into 
position to shoot, and to sho t straight and quick; 
here it is the prettiness with which soldiers, under 
police escort, can march up the main street ofa 





great town. We consider it the part of wisdom to 
prepare for more peace, in time of peace; but should 
a foreign foe suddenly attack us, the pulse of the 
patriot would thrill at the spectacle presented by 
our armies springing to their arms and marching °

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The steel forgings fur the 12-inch Army B. L. R., 
ordered from abroad in January last, have arrived 
in this country, and preparations are now being 
made at the Watervliet Arsenal for commencing the 
work of assembling. This will be the first 12-inch 
steel gun ever built in this country by the Army. It 
is intended as a type gun, and if successful the 15 sets 
of forgings of this calibre ordered trom the Bethle- 
hem works will be built upon the same plans. It will 
be two years, however, before the first of these forg- 
ings are delivered. It was on account of thié pros- 
pective delay that the Ordnance Board authorized 
the procurement of the forgings for the single gun 
from England, it being considered quite important 
that a type guu should be completed and experi- 
mented with by the time the contractors cow menced 
the delivery of forgings of this calibre. The De- 
partment has already experimented with one 8-in. 
gun, and of all Americano steel, too, successfully, and 
a type gun of 10-inch calibre has also been built aad 
is ready for trial, so that we bave standurd guns of 
these calibres, and are prepared to ”o abead with 
the fabrication of the $23 sets each of 8 and 10-inch 
forgings contracted for as soon as the Bethlehem 
people are ready to deliver them. The firat set, 
under their contract, 1s due January 31 next. 





We learn from the Reichswehr that successful 
trials have been made paemey with a new explo- 
sive, ee of the oature of melonite, prepared 
by Lieutenant of Artillery Kubin for the Austrian 
Technical and Administrative Military Committees. 
The explosive is named “ ecrasite,” and is said to be 
very powerful, and at the same time insensible to 
mechanical and atmospheric influences. An armored 
tower covered with 15 cm. steel cupola was bom- 


- barded, and an ecrasite shell broke through the 


cupola, destroyed the inner parts of the tower, and 
Earthworks were penetrated to 
the depth of about 1°5 metres. 
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VELOCIPEDES FOR WAR. 


THE velocipede is henceforth to be part of the 
regular equipment of the French Army, the Mioia- 
ter of War having officially sanctioned the detail for 
euch infantry regiment of four men, to be trained 
as velocipedists. They are to receive 50 centimes (10 
cents) additional pay daily, and are to provide their 
own mount and keep it in good wondition; the 
chiefs of the corps themselves to choose these ve- 
locipedists amopg the men of all grades in the re 
serve and the territorial army who volunteer and 
offer the best guarantee for fulfilling the service. 
This employment of velocipedists as dispatch bear- 
ers is the resuit of careful experiments. In bis re- 
port on the mancuvres of the 18th corps in 1886, 
General Carnot stated that he had not employed 
any other couriers, and that his messages bad been 
carried tbree times as quick as before. Similar re- 
sults were attained in 1887 at the manceuvres of the 
18th and 19th corps. The number of velocipedists 
who took part at these mancuvres were 25, under 
the command of M. Martin, sub-lieutenant in the 
71st territorial, and president of the Veloce Club of 
Angers. They were employed solely for the trans- 
mission of orders between staff-majors and the 
different services. They were distributed in bands, 
each with a chief. The roads and paths followed in 
the manceuvres were generally bad, the sandy soil 
of the roads and the pebbles raised by the passage 
of the cavalry and artillery often rendering the 
progress of the velocipedists difficult. In spite of 
that, in a distance of 40 kiloms (24.85 miles), a velo 
cipedist arrived 1n the cantonment one hour and a 
half, and sometimes even two hours, before the 
couriers by horse, without fatigue and without be- 
ing obliged to rest before setting out again; al 
though it was often necessary to take a devious 
road, which increased the distance to be travelled, 
but furnished better ground. Thespeed vaned from 
16 to 18 kiloms per hour (10 to 11 miles). The maxi 
mum distance gone over in a day in the 9th corps 
was 120 kiloms (73.56 miles). The lowest speed was 
10 kiloms (6.21 miles) per hour in a night march, ona 
road broken up by the passage of artillery.
